Washington, June 2.—Secretary Gage re- 
ceived the following telegram yesterday 
from Jefferson Be Brown, collector of cus- 
toms at Key West: 

“Tug Dauntless sighted by United States 
steamer Marblehead off New River, this 
district, with the steamer Biscayne along- 
side, transferring to her boxes supposed to 
contain arms and ammunition. 

“When the Marblehead was sighted, Bis- 
cayne dropped off and proceeded up New 
river. The Dauntless attempted to escape, 
but after two hours’ chase was overhauled 
by the Marblehead and taken into custody, 
brought into this port and turned over to 
me todey. Twelve Cubans are on boani 
besides the crew; no arms and ammunition. 

“Before being overhauled by the Marble- 
head the Dauntless was seen throwing over- 
board boxes which did not float. The Bis- 
cayne went up New river to Port Lauder- 
dale, having on board a number of boxes 
and men; was ordered to stop by Deputy 
Collector Curry, but continued on and dig- 
charged cargo on cars. The Biscayne is 
now in custody at Miami.” 

The department of justice will instruct 
the United States attorney to institute legal 
proceedings against these vesselssand also 
against the persons who assaulted the in- 
spector while im the discharge of his duty. 

It is thought that the vessels will be lib- 
erated and their officers placed under ar- 
rest. .

TURES. HAVE PROMISED To SIGN

King George of Greece Anxious To

London. June 2.—The Turks have prom- 


ised to sign the extension of the armistice 
at dawn today, and it is expected that 


peace negotiations will begin promptly at 
Constantinople. 


King George, it is understood, has yield- 
ed several points, with a view of hasten- 
ing the negotiations and of bringing about 
the Turkish evacuation, of Thessaly. In 
this matter it is said the Russian govern- 


ment has promised to support Greece.

Gather at Frankfort and Adopt Strong 
Resolutions. 
CHICAGO PLANKS INDORSED 


Free Coinage of Silver Must Remain 
the Issue. 


BRYAN AND BLACKBURN ARE PRAISED 


Splendid Leadership of These Two 
Brilliant Men Receives Recogni- 
tion—Work of the Convention. 


Frankfort, Ky., June 2.—(Special.)—The 
democratic convention at Frankfort today 
was thoroughly representative of the Ken- 
tucky democracy. 

The Chicago platform was unequivocally 
indorsed without a dissenting voice, and 


with great enthusiasm. Though there was | 


a lively contest for the appellate clerkship 
nomination, the only state office to be 
filled at the next election, the proceedings 
were harmonious throughout, and the con- 
vention was really a democratic love feast. 
There was much speechmaking. Business 
was permitted to wait while the delegates 
insisted on speeches by nearly all the well- 
known state leaders. In all the talk there 
was not a discordant word. Every speaker 
planted himself firmly on the Chicago 
platform, and every reference to the issues 
and leader of the late presidential cam- 
paign was cheered to the echo. Every 
mention of the name of Bryan elicited the 
greatest enthusiasm, and when Editor En- 
loe, of The Louisyille Dispatch, declared 
that Bryan would be the victorious leader 
of the party in 1900 the convention demon- 
strated its approval of the statement with 
greatest possible emphasis. 

One significant feature of the day was 
the speech of ex-Governor McCreary, who 
sounded the keynote of the campaign in 
his severe arraignment of the republican 
party both in state and national affairs 
for its extravagance and inefficiency, and 
its failure to bring the promised prosperity. 

He declared his allegiance to the Chicago 
platform, and predicted that the democrats 
will elect the next congress and win with 
Bryan in the lead in 1900, 

Senator Blackburn was given an enthu- 
siastic reception, and there were’ unmis- 
takable evidences that he is the favorite 
for Lindsay’s successor two years hence. 

The contesting delegation from this city

Washington, June 2.—The senate made 
greater progress on the tariff bill today 
than in any day since the debate opened, 
completing more than half of the important 
metal schedules. The speaking was done 
by the democratic senators, the republican 
senators taking no part in the debate ex- 
cept at rare intervals to answer questions 
which would expedite the advance of the 
bill. Messrs. Jones, of Arkansas, and Vest 
urged numerous amendments embodying 
in the main the Wilson rates, but these 
were rejected with only one exception. 
This exception related to anvils, of which 
Mr. Vest secured a reduction of the com- 


| mittee rate from 2 to 1% cents per pound. 


It was the first change made without the 
assent of the committee and it was due 
mainly to the listless manner of many 
senators in voting: 

Early in the day Mr. Tillman secured the 
adoption of the following resolution: 

“Whereas, the supreme court of the 
United States declared, in the case of 
Leissy versus Hardin, that no state had 
the right to prohibit the sale of liquor 
within its own borders in original pack- 
ages, upon the ground that it was an in- 
terference with interstate commerce; and, 

‘“‘Whereas, In order to give relief to the 
people of Iowa. congress passed what is 
‘known as the Wilson law. (Wilson law is 
then quoted): — 

“Whereas, Under the authority therein 
granted, the state of South Carolina tin 
December, 1892, passed the dispensary law 
under which provision is made for the sale 
of liquor by atate officers under strict 
rules; and, 

“Whereas, Under this system experlence 
has shown that the cause of temperance 
has been advanced and the good order and 
quiet of the state have been promoted, 
there being now less than 100 dispensaries 
in place of upward of 800 barrooms in 1492; 
and, 

“Whereas, A circuit judge of the United 
States court, br judicial legislation in a 
recent decision, has repealed the act of 
congress above recited as far as South 
Carolina is concerned, thus requiring that 
state to reopen the barrooms or allow the 
free and unlimited sale of liquor ‘n wriginal 
packages; therefore, be it 

‘Resolved, That the judiciary committee 
of the senate be instructed to consider what 
legisiation; if any, is necessary to restore 
to South Carolina the right granted by 
the act of August, 1390, to control the sale 
of alcoholic liquors within its own horder 
in its own way in common with other 
states of this union.” 

Mr. Tillman spoke briefly in support of 
the resolution saying the puolic impres- 
sion that the dispensary law was a money 
making device was erroneous and that it 
had accomplished much good in regulating 
the liquor traffic. 

Mr. Faulkner, of West Virginia, felt that 
the senate should not be committed to the 
lengthy preamble, reciting the effect of the 
law, etc. 

Mr. Tillman modified the preamble so as 
to avold the term “judicial legislation’’ in 
characterizing the recent decision and sub- 
stituting “judicial interpretation.” 

Mr. Hoar, of Massachusetts, chairman 
of the judiciary committee, proposed a 
substitute omitting all the preamble and 
simply directing the Judiciary committee 
to consider and report, by bill or other- 
wise, what legislation, if any is necessary, 
to carry out the statute of 1°90 relating to 
commerce between the states. 

Mr. Tillman accepted the substitute and

HARRIS KILLS HIS CHILDREN 


THEN ATTEMPTS TO TAKE HIS 
OWN LIFE WITH PISTOL. 


Crazy Baltimore Letter Carrier Shoots 
His Little Ones While They 
Are Asleep.

Baltimore, June 2.—Edgar Harris, letter 
carrier, thirty-two years of age, living at 
1724 Ashland avenue, today shot and killed 
his twelve-year-old son, George, and his 
daughter, Ella, aged fourteen, and then 
turned the pistol on himself. He is now 
lying at the point of death in the Johns 
Hopkins hospital. He will die. 

Little Edgar Harris, Jr., aged nine years, 
was the only member of the family who 
escaped uninjured. He was lying in bed 
beside his brother George in the front 
second story room. His father fired at 
him, but the bullet missed his head by 
half an inch and buried itself in the pillow. 
The insane father then rushed into the 
room to kill the girls, and the little fellow 
ran down stairs and escaped. 

Harris is thought to have been mentally 
unbalanced by the recent death of his 
wife, to whom he was deeply devoted. He 
has always been a devoted husband and 
father. 

A letter was found among Harris’s ef- 
fects in which he clearly indicated his in- 
tention to kill himself and his four chil- 
dren. In it he gave a list of all his prop- 
erty, making provisions for its distribu- 
tion, and in a rambling, incoherent man- 
ner asks that all five be buried in one 
grave.

William H. Lloyd, aged fitty- 
four, succumbed to its effects, while Henry 
Wickern, nineteen years old, will survive 
his suicidal experiment. 

Edward H. Seal, aged twenty-seven, also 
of Brooklyn, killeg himself with laudanum. 

Policeman Theodore Lappers, of Newark, 
IN. J., because of domestic trouble, shot 
himself through the head. 

A Sheepshead Bay race track hanger-on, 
known as “Army Red,’’ was found dead 
beside the roadside near the track with a 
horse liniment bottle, from which he had 
drank, by his side. 

In this city Mrs. Sarah Armor shot her- 
self in the left breast fatally because her 
daughter had fallen into disgrace.

Action on the resolution was 
postponed until the next meeting. 

The introduction of the resolution was a 
Surprise to quite a number and, as one of 
the aldermen expressed it, they didn't want 
to do the thing “the Atlanta way.” 

It had been understood that a move in 
this direction would be made but it was 
not known that it would come today. The 
office of recorder was created three or four 
years ago and has been filled very ably 
sirice its establishment by Judge A. W. 
Cozart. The first man ever tried by the 
recorder was J. A. White, the father of the 
young man who is to be hanged Friday. 
He was charged with shooting firearms on 
Sunday. 

An interesting oratorical contest was held 
at the business college tonight, to determine 
who should represent Columbus at the 
state oratorical contest at Warm Springs. 
There were quite a number of contestants. 
Mr. Mortimer Meyer was the winner. _ 

Henry White’s Busy Day. 

Colonel Thornton has not yet heard from 
Governor Atkinson as to whether his ex- 
cellency will grant a respite of thirty days 
for Henry White. 

The condemned man passed a busy day 
today, some twenty visitors calling on him. 
He began receiving them at 7 o'clock in 
the morning. His attorneys paid him a 
visit, and later his mother and sisters and 
his sweetheart went down to his cell. This 
afternoon religious services were held by 
the sisters of mercy. 

All arrangements for the execution Fri- 
day have been perfected. The sheriff has 
telegraphed the governor to call out the 
military on that day. He states that he 
does not anticipate any violence, but wish- 
es to guard against the curious crowds 


“storming the fence which surrounds the 


enclosure in which the execution is to oc- 
cur. 

White has been comparatively cheerful . 
today and hope has not entirely left him. - 
His attorneys have assured him that they 
will fight for a respite to the very last, even 
to the hour for the execution. © They are 
working hard to ge affidavit which 
they hope will have me weight in the 
case. 

The death watch has not yet been set 
over the young man, but the jailer has ah 
assistant. The morbid curiosity which is 
always in evidence on an occasion like this 
is conspicuous this time. A hanging is an 
unusual thing in Columbus. There has 
been no legal execution in Muscogee froun- 
ty since a double hanging just before the 
war, in 1853. In addition to this formal 
order, Judge Butt supplemented hig state- 
ment with verbal instructions to the sheriff, 
in which he impressed his wish that the 
affair be conducted with privacy. Sheriff 
Bowles will carry out these instructions 
strictly. The sheriff will have a number 
of special guards on that day, and it is 
surprising to know how many people have 
applied to the sheriff to be appointed as 
guards.

tPRESIDENT’S RESPONSE TO A TOAST 


‘In His Remarks He Alludes To Re- 
ciprocity Between the Republics 
and Touches the Tariff. 


Philadelphia, June 2-—The commercial 
leaders of the western hemisphere assem- 
bled in the great exchange room of the 
Bourse tonight at what was probably the 
most notable banquet ever given on this 
continent. 

The banquet was notable not only in 
point of numbers, nearly 1,80 people par- 
ticipating, but in the distinction of the 
chief guests. President McKinley was there 
and he spoke to the assembly. Seated also 
at the table of honor were Secretary of 
Agriculture Wilson, Attorney General Mc- 
Kenna, Congressmen  Dingley, Dalzell, 
' Gresvenor, Heatwole and Tawney, the min- 
isters from Mexico, Brazil, Chill, Argentine, 
Venezuela and other South American gov- 
ernments, the Chinese. minister and a 
number of other eminent officials from the 


capital. 

The hall in which the dinner was held 
covers an entire block in area. It was gor- 
geous with light and colors. Ensconsed in 
a compartment formed by walls of flags at 
one end of the hall was the marine band, 
under Director Fancuilli, which alternated 
with the Germania orchestra, stationed at 
the other end. Owing to the great number 
of guests, nearly an hdéur was occupied in 
getting them seated and almost immediate- 
ly after this had been accomplished, a great 
shout from the eastern end of the hall an- 
nounced the arrival of the presidential par- 
ty. Escorted by Mayor Warwick and Wil- 
liam Pepper, president of the Commercial 
Museum, and followed by Secretary Por- 
ter, the cabinet officers and foreign minis- 
ters, the executive passed to his seat amid 


a storm of cheers. 
It was nearly 10.30 o’clock when the 


speech-making began. 

Governor Hastings opened the list of 
toastmaking by responding to “A Welcome 
from Pennsylvania.’’ Theodore C. Learch 
followed with “Our Manufacturing Indus- 
tries,’"’ the Brazilian minister spoke and 
ex-Gecretary Olney then responded to “In- 
ternational Law.”’ 

Speech of the President. 

The Chinese minister answered to the 
“Orient” and followed President McKinley’s 
Speech in response to the toast, “The Pres- 
ident of the United States.’”” Mr. McKinley 


sald: 

“Mr. Toastmaster, Gentlemen of the Man- 
ufacturers’ Club and Delegates to the Na- 
tional Convention—Ladies and Gentlemen: 
For the cordiality of your reception I am 
indeed grateful, although from my recent 
experience in this great city it is not wholly 
and altogether surprising and unexpected. 
‘A recent visit to your city gave me an 
| rtunity to feel the warm heart touch 
* of the people of Philadelphia and to enjoy 
their splendid and boundless hospitality. 
I must tell you that from first to last I 
have been deeply impressed with the scenes 
witnessed in Philadelphia today. I have 
seen the remarkable spectacle of the rep- 
, resentatives of all tlm American republics, 
with the products of their skill and their 

in one great warehouse, The 

great convention of these 
republics was organized by the matchiess 
diplomacy of that splendid American, 
James G. Blaine. Beven years ago he 
brought the governments of this conven- 
tion together and taught the doctrine that 
general reciprocity in trade required reci- 
procity of information.

MURDER THEORY DISPELLED 


The Right Side of His Head Crushed 
in by the Horrible Fall. 


BODY WENT OVER THREE FALLS 


Mr. Clower’s Daring Efforts To Re- 
cover His Son’s Body Came Near 
Costing Him His Life. 


The body of Marshall Clower, who fell 


over the cliffs into Tallulah Falls four, 


days ago, was brought to Atlanta last 
night. : 

The body was found early yesterday 
merning lying on a rock in the Hurricane 
pool, where it had been washed the night 
before. After the body came to the 6ur- 
face in Indian Arrow Rapids Tuesday it 
was lost again and owing to darkness the 
search was postponed until yesterday morn- 
ing. 

The dynamite that had been used was 
effective, and after half a dozen charges 
the body, which by marks is shown to 
have been lodge@ in a crevice, was re- 
leased and came to the top. After getting 
loose from the grapple hooks on Tuesday 
hight the body was carried by the swift 
stream over the Ladore fails down the 
swift rapids to the Tempesta falls, which 
are thirty feet high, through the bottom- 
less Hawthorne pool, over Hurricane falls 
to the pool below. 

By the recovery of the body all theories 
as to how the young man came to his death 
are dispelled. Nearly the entirs right side 
of the skull is crushed in Where he hit 
the rocks thirty feet below, and the right 
shoulder is dislocated. This coincides ex- 
actly with the description given by the 
negro, Will Marshall, who was with young 
Clower when he went over the cliff. 

The fishing hook that the young man 
had in his hand was found in his coat, 
where it caught as he was falling. The 
watch he wore had slipped from his pock- 
et, aS well as all letters aua papers. 

On the same train with the body was 
the father of young Clower. He has been 
at Tallulah since the day of the accident 
and returned last night with the object of 
his search, but in a critical condition. 

Mr. Clower has placed his life in jeop- 
ardy in his efforts to find the body of his 
son. On Sunday he saw some papers on 
the opposite side of the falls that he sup- 
posed belonged to his dead son. In his 
anxiety to know exactly what they were 
he climbed the cliffs some forty feet high 
and almost perpendicular and then made 
a daring leap for a tall tree which had 
its base in the bottom of the ravine. He 
climbed down this to the edge of the swift 
rapids and succeeded in getting the pa- 


pers. He was compeliea to climb up the. 
j tree to get back to the rocks above. He 


succeeded in reaching the top. and making 
the long jump from the tree to the cliff, 
and then fell over in a dead faint just 
three feet from the edge of the cliff 
which to roll over meant instant death. 
He was found an hour later by his com- 
panions still unconscious. 

Last night as he got off the train he 
was in an exhausted conattion. but insisted 
on going immediately home, where he could 
carry the news of how the body was re- 
covered to his wife. The shock caused by 
the death of Marshall Clower has had its 
effect on his bereaved mother. She ts also 
very ill. 

The funeral arrangements have not been 
completed. They are in charge of W. F. 
Barclay & Co.

Confederate Reunions Have No Room for 
Those Who Wore the Blue. 
CIRCULAR OF CAMP PELHAM 


Says These “Gushing” Meetings Are 
Attended by Hypocrites. 


GRAND ARMY MEN ARE NOT DISLIKED 


But There Are Times When the Old 
Gonfederate Soldier Should Be 
Left Alone with His Memories. 


Anniston; Ala, June 2.—(Special.)—Camp 
Pelham, No. 258, United Confederate Vet- 
erans, at a well-attended meeting yesterday 
afternoon considered and acted upon two 
very important matters. One was the ques- 
tion of«securing some needed legislation 
from the Alabama legislature for the old 
maimed and disabled soldier and a com- 
mittee was appointed to prepare an ad- 
dress to the people of Alabama and the 
confederate camps in the state, setting 
forth the necessity of such legislation. 

It is proposed to thoroughly agitate the 
matter in the hope that men may be elected 
to the general assembly specially pledged 
to help the old soldier. 

Commander F. M. Hight brought up the 
other in an address submitted to be sent 
to all other United Confederate Veterans’. 
camps touching a matter of deep import 
to the association. The address was fully 
discussed and then adopted, and the adju- 
tant was instructed to send a copy to each 
confederate camp immediately. The ad- 


sensation, is as follows: 

“Camp Pelham, United Confederate Vet- 
erans, No. 258, Anniston, Ala., June 1, 1897— 
Comrades: In anticipation of the approach- 
ing confederate reunion at Nashville, which 
will occur June 22, 2d and Ath, we desire 
to bring to the attention of the associa- 
tion a matter that has become a source of 
much dissatisfaction in our ranks, and 
fends to destroy the interest that many 
who are aiready members of the associa- 
tion feel in its prosperity ‘and growth and 
to keep out of the ranks many true con- 
federates who did their duty nobly on the 
field; men who hold in devout and holy 
reverence the dear memories of the days 
when they followed the banner of the con- 
federacy. We refer to the custom of hav- 
ing some persons received as visitors from 
the Grand Army of the Republic and giving 
to them, amidst much gush and hypocriti- 
cal cheering, an ovation, to the neglect of 
the real business for which we assemble, 
and to the supreme disgust of a vast ma- 
jority of the confederates present as dele- 
gates. 

“We have an organization im our as- 
sociation which has for its duty the preser- 
vation of the truth of history, and the 
preservation of a history for use in the 
schools, that our descendants may not be 
taught that we were traitors, rebels and 
murderous demons. 

“The Grand Army of the Republic has, 
through the labors of a northern so-called 
historian, had prepared a school history 
more partisan,. untruthful and denuncia- 
tory of us than any of the multitude of 
untruthful histories ‘that have ‘to this time 
been published. . 

“If we understand the reasons for the 
existence of our association, they are 
bound up fn the“eénfederate idea ‘and are 
in no way connected with the present con- 
ditions controlling our individual lives or 
our duty to the state. 

“We are opposed to invitations being ex- 
tended to those who wore the blue when 
we wore the gray—not that we hate north- 
ern men, for we recognize the fact that 
many splendid and heroic gentlemen wore 
the blue. But we base -this protest upon 
the truth, that there are times in the life 
of a confederate soldier when he wants no 
one near but those who feel as he feels, 
and that time is the hour when he opens 
the tomb where lie buried dead hopes; 
where, wrapped in the ashes of the flag 
he followed and fought for, is carefully 
and tenderly laid away the saddest and 
tenderest affections of a patriot’s heart; 
and as he unveils the sacred treasure, to 
assure himself no unfriendly vandal hard 
has violated the sancity of the grave, he 
wants at his side only those who are as 
one with him in regretful love of the los: 
cause, 

“If we properly understand the object 
of our reunion, it is a mission with which 
a union soldier can have no sort of sympa- 
thy, and we most earnestly protest against 
his introduction there, for it is an action 
that smacks of sycophancy bred of cupidi- 
ty and sordid considerations. 

‘We are too old to be controlled by pol- 
icy; we are too stiff in our joints to ‘bend 
the pregnant hinges of the knee that thrift 
may follow fawning.’ All that we need 
will soon be given us by our own people—a 
shroud and decent burial. Let’s be honest 
—and let us not bring our organization 
into disrepute by indulging a false senti- 
mentality which can be fitly characterized 
only by the epithet—abominable gush. 

“We send this address to our brethren 
indulging the hope that we will not be mis- 
understood, and that our association will 
be saved at Nashville from a recurrence 
of the unfortunate incidents that have so 
often destroyed the pleasure that we should 
all enjoy at the annual reuriions.

All of the samples falling short are general- 
ly traced to accidental causes. No factory 
has been closed by the state on account 
of worthless guano this year. 

The exceedingly large sales of fertilizers 
can mean but one thing. That is a large 
cotton crop. The floods in Mississippi 
have practically ruined the crop of cotton 
in that state, and the farmers in Georgia 
have determined to profit by the misfortune 
of their Mississippi brethren. They think 
that on account of the decreased yield in 
the: west the prices will be higher next 
fall and they want to have plenty of cot- 
ton for the market. Then besides a great 
deal of guano has been used under corn.

He had heretofore 
been a candidate, because he wished to 
reform the management of the dispensary. 
He was now forced to a public statement. 
“I have opposed Colonel Jones as chair- 
man because I could not indorse his course. 
He has disregarded the rules of the board 
by ordering goods charged to dispositors 
in Columbia cheaper than elsewhere. 

“He practically nullifies the will of the 
board of control {in the matter of whisky 
purchased, as I have found in one local 
dispensary eighteen different kinds of whis- 
ky that the board never purchased, and 
some of that was purchased from houses 
that the board had blacklisted, refusing to 
open or consider their bids because they 
had to bribe some of our employees. 

‘The board purchased twenty-five cars 
of glass from a certain glass company, 
consisting of pints and half pints, and upon 
investigation we found that thirty-six cars 
had been received and paid for. 

“This was eleven cars more than we 
bought, eight of which were quarts, upon 
which no price had been fixed or contracts 
made. This was an unjustifiable violation 
of the law. 

‘‘All the purchases of the board are made 
payable in thirty days, which entitled us 
to an average discount or rebate of about 
5 per cent, if paid within that time. Yet 
with ample money in bank to meet promptly 
all our bills we have had them to femain 
outstanding and unpaid for five months. 

‘Nearly all the houses with which we 
deal are willing to make additional dis- 
count of 2 per cent if paid within ten days, 
yet in no single instance has it been made 
for the state. 


“In addition to the 2 per cent loss, some 


of the Hquor men are already threatening 
that unless payments are made more 
promptly they will have to refuse to give 
the usual thirty day 5 per cent discount, 
and others say they are already figuring 
prices to us on a ninety day basis, as 
that is as prompt payment as they can 
expect judging from past experience. 

“In order to show the h¢ vy loss sus- 
tained by the state, let us figure a little. 
The business of the dispensary amounts 
to $1,500,000 a year in round numbers, 

“If the chairman, whose duty it is to 
pay these bills, would pay them in ten 
days, thereby getting the 2 per cent dis- 
count on $1,500,000, there would be saved 
to the state on this item $30,000 a year. 

"Now, if on acccunt of deferred payments 
(which with money tn bank fs inexcusable), 
the liquor men should decline to give the 
usual 5 per cent thirty days’ discount, or 
are already figuring prices to us on a 
nirety days’ basis as they say, we lose to 
the state 5 per cent on $1,500,000, which is 
$75,000 a year. Now add to the $30,000 hereto- 
fore shown. to be lost we find the state is 
loser to the enormous amount of $106,000 a 
year.” 

Williams admitted he had heard of these 
things in March and had not before made 
mention of them. It was shown by the 
books that the glass over-order was not 
chargeable to Chairman Jones. Mr. Cooper’s 
resolution was finally passed. Colonel Jones 
is preparing a statement in which he says 
he will squash Mr. Williams.

A vast crowd surged in with the fire- 
men and for a time there were fears that 
lunatics had escaped, but they were quickly 
corralled. -The employees were safely got

Soon after work was begun a negro em- 
ployee, who was charged to keep the crowd 
out the laundry, refused entrance to Fire 
Chief May. The chief closed with the 
sentinel, when another negro struck May 
down with a brick on the jaw.

The superintendent of the asylum, Dr. Bab- 
cock, coming up, ordered the men released, 
as he wished them to do certain work. 
The firemen swore they would withdraw 
and began to take up the hose, and only 
were pacified when the superintendent's 
word was given for surrendering the offen- 
ders after the fire. The laundry and con- 
tents were destroyed. 

A policeman and fireman succumbed to 
the heat and are still unconscious. The 
firemen refused to leave the grounds till the 
negroes were turned over to them. They 
were maddened by the attack on the chief 
and it was feared they would kill the ne- 
groes if possible. While the firemen were 
gathered at one gate, the superintendent 
turned the culprits over to a squad of pu- 
lice, who took them in the asylum carriage 
through another entrance and to the county 
jail, an impregnable building, instead of 
the guard house. The crowd dispersed on 
hearing of this move.

Judge Sam Lumpkin Tells of tt 
Treacherous Work 


LAID OLD UPON HIS MIND 


Slowly, Insidivusly, It Selzed- Upon hls 
Mental Faculties, 


He Wrote to His Family Several 
Times, Telling Them of the 
Progress of the Terrible 
Fever—How It Af- 
fected Him. 


A more tragic or thrilling story fhan that 
of the mad desert fever against which Hon. 
Joel T, Olive fought until frenzied, finally 
shooting himeclf in utter despair, has not 
been told in many yerrs. 

Jvdge Sam Lumpkin, of the supreme court 
of Georgia, whose elder sister is Mrs. J. T. 
Olive, returned last night from Mrs. Olive’s 
home and he tells the story. It is that of a 
mind seized and maddened by a fierce fe- 
ver, Which grew so terrible as to at last 
drive him to raging insanity. 

Judge Lumpkin is heartbroken over the 
tragedy. Besides being devoted to Mr. 
Olive as his sister's husband, a life-long 
devotion of the strongest nature has ex- 
isted between them. When he spoke of the 
affair last night it was in tremulous tones. 

“T feel that what I shall now say is due 
to the memory of my noble brother-in-law, 
Hon, J. T. Olive,” said Judge Lumpkin, 
“and am sure it will afford some comfort 
to the hundreds who loved him to know 
that the seemingly deliberate act which 
ended his useful and blameless life was 
really attributable to a temporary mental 
derangement, brought on by the fever of 
the desert. 

“Taking into view his whole life and 
character, there could scarcely be any ex- 
planation of his self-destruction, except that 
he was not in his right mind; but outside 
of this, I have the most satisfactory evi- 
dence that this is the truth of thewnatter. 

“His situation, purposes and prospects at 
the time can point to no other conclusion. 
He had served the government for four 
years honorably and efficiently, had saved 
from his salary enough to pay, and had 
paid, every dollar he owed, and had in ad- 
dition accumulated and given to his wife 
a nice sum to purchase and furnish a home. 
He was proud of these results of his self- 
privation and economy. I know he did not 
desire to retain longer the office he held, 
and am certain he had no business complica- 
tions or trouble of any kind. His letters 
tu his family and friends up to May 14th 
Were cheerful, hopeful and bright. In them 
he told of the relief he felt at the early 
prospect of giving up the wandering life the 
performance of his duties had made neces- 
sary; of the comfort and happiness he an- 
ticipated when settled down in a sweet lit- 
tle home with his wife and son; of ‘the 
pleasure he expected in again being with his 
relatives and friends and among his own 
people, and of the assured success to which 
he looked forwaid in resuming the practice 
of his profession with his son as @ partner. 
Nothing could have been more gratifying 
to those who loved him best than the views 
he expressed of his own future. 

“These letters leave no room for doubt 
that as late as the middle of last month he 
had no thought of suicide or any desire of 
ending his existence. On the 220 of May 
he wrote a short letter to his wife, com- 
plaining of pain and a strange feeling in 
his head, great nervousness and sleepless- 
ness. The next day and the next he wrote 
in a strain showing decided mental aberra- 
tion. He said his brain was on fire with the 
burning fever of the desert, that he feared 
he was going crazy, was struggling all he 
could against this tendency and did not be- 
lieve he would succeed. Apparently, those 
around him could not have been aware of 
the alarming condition he was in, or they 
would have watched and restrained him. 
These letters foreshadowed the end, but 
there was a change for the better, for on 
(he 27th he sent his wife a telegram saying, 
‘Am well now. Coming home in June, 
Lvve.’ 

“Then he grew worse again, lost control 
of his faculties and @did that which fn a 
rational moment he never could or would 
have done. No one who knew him will for 
@ moment believe that it was possible to his 
gentile nature to wilfully afflict so cruel a 
blow upon his devoted wife, his loving son, 
his poor old father, his friends without 
number—as to deliberately take a life so 
precious to them all. 

' “] have known him intimately from child- 
hood, and have loved him always as a 
brother, even before he married my only 
sister. He never did intentionally hurt a 
living thing. A purer heart never beat, a 
more exemplary lHfe was never lived, and 
@ more unselfish man I never saw. He was 
60 generous that often times he would not 
take what was fairly his own, and this, 
from a practical standpoint, was his only 
fault. My brother-in-law in name, he was 
my real brother in love and devotion. The 
very hardest part to bear of the unspeak- 
able anguish his untimely death brings us is 
that there was nothing to induce or tempt 
him, had he been at himself, to take such 

a siep. 

“So doing was contrary to every ntaien 
of his nature, and he left at the very time 
when the life yet before him promised more 
of happiness than all the years he had 
lived. None but the God above us can know 
what he suffered in his loneliness away out 
in that distant desert, when making that 
struggle against a fate from which a single 
gentle word or one loving touch might have 
saved him. 

“AS soon as it can be done his remains 
Wil be brought home and placed to rest

George P, Jones Sues the Westview 
Company for Damages. 


HE ASKS TO BE GIVEN $10,000 


Says Company Would Not Allow In- 
terment To Be Made. 


CASE (S ONE OF MUCH INTEREST 


Westview Company Makes Warm De- 
fense and Says Jones Did Not 
Comply with Contract.

Mr. George P. Jones is suing the West- 
view Cemetery Company for $10,000 dam- 
ages because the company refused to allow 
him to inter the remains of his aunt upon 
a lot which he had bought, but upon which 
he owed a considerable amount. 

The case is one with which the publie is 
familiar, as the incident upon which the 
suit is brought caused quite a sansation at 
the time. Mrs. Greer, the aunt of Mr. 
Jones, died at the latter’s residence on 
Peters street several months ago. Mr. 
Jones telephoned Undertaker Patterson. and 
arrangements for the funeral were made. 

The next morning the undertaker inform- 
ed Mr. Jones that the cemetery officials 
declined to open the grave, as the pur- 
chase price for the lot had never been 
made, and no further interments would be 
made unless the rules and regulations of 
the cemetery company were complied with. 

Mr. Jones claimed that the funeral pro- 
cession was interfered with, and that the 
remains were placed in the receiving vault, 
which cost him the extra sum of $10. Later 
on, the remains of Mrs, Greer were re- 
moved to the cemetery near the Chatta- 
hoochee river, and Mr. James L. Key, the 
well-known attorney, was retained by Mr. 
Jones to bring action for damages against 
the Westview Cemetery Company. 

The case was reached yesterday morning 
in the superior court before Judge Lump- 
kin, and Mr. Jones asked that he be allow- 
ed the sum of $10,000 for actual and punitive 
damages which resulted on account of the 
action of the company. He recited his 
evidence, telling of the death of his aunt, 
thé employment of the undertaker and the 

arrangements for the funeral. He said 
the mourners had congregated at the 
house, that the minister was present and 
everything was in readiness for the funeral 
and interment, when he was informed that 
no grave had been opened upon his lot 
artd that no interment would be allowed. 

The defendants showed that Mr. Jones 
had refused to make any payments upon 
his lot for more than five years, that he

In his court yesterday Judge Calhoun 
bunched the fifty bicycle riders who had 
been arrested for riding wheels without 
bells or who had failed to ring their bells 
at the street crossings. 

There were an even half hundred of them 
and they gathered about the recorder’s 
desk, a small army of penitents. 

The recorder wore his most solemn mien 
as he leaned back and viewed the congre- 
gation of prisoners. 

“Now, gentlemen,” said Ju@ge Calhoun 
with a true judicial ring in his voice, “I 
will not fine any of you on account of the 
fact that the law requiring bicyclers to 
ring bells at the street crossings has not 
been enforced and you were all taken un- 
awares. The law has been inoperative, a 
sort of chestnut, not a chestnut bell, how- 
ever, and it may be exactly right to fine 
you now. But I wish you to understand 
that hereafter the law is to be rigidly en- 
forced and if you are brought here again 
I will make it cost you something. I also 
want you to tell al your friends, for 
after today I will fine every person against 
whom a case of this kind is made. Every- 
one must have a bell to his bicycle and 
the bell must be rung at the crossings 
whether there is anyone in sight or not. 
I will dismiss the cases.” 

A few of the defendants murmured a 
“thank you,” and the crowd marched out. 
They Have Been Warned. 

As stated in yesterday’s Constitution, the 
chief of police had given instructions to 
arrest every bicycle rider who did not 
have a bell on his machine or who failed 
to ring his bell when passing by a cross- 
ing. Yesterday afternoon and last night 
a large number of ‘cases were made and 
a few were docked this morning. It was 
agreed to dismiss the first cases, but here- 
after fines will be entered when an arrest 

is made, 

The action of the police department was 
a bonanza for the bicycle dealers for sev- 
eral hundred bells were sold. 

Some of the boys tried to have a little 
fun and secured large cowbells and went 
through the streets «ringing them. One 
arrest was made for this and the boy, 
Park Hill, was turned loose with a warning 
that he must get the right kind of a bell 
or he would be noe for disorderly con- 
duct. 

Recorder Cathoun, ° atter his- court ad- ' 
fournéd, modestly tam@ed the reporter a 
slip.of paper, upon which was’ written the 
following poem:.

STATE’S WITNESS IMPEACHED | 


Charley Knight Swore Hill Jumped 
from the Burning House. 


AND THEN THREW OIL ON THE BLAZE 


Many Witnesses Testified They 
Would Not Believe Knight on 
His Oath. 


———_—_— 


The case of Eugene Hill, the alleged 
Pittsburg firebug, was tried yesterday 
without the necessity of a jury and the 
prisoner released by order of the court and 
a verdict of not guilty was ordered by 
Judge Candler. 

The state failed to make out a case of 
sufficient strength and late yesterday after- 
noon Judge Candler requested the jury to 
retire. He asked Solicitor Hill if it was 
his intention to allow the case to go to 
the jury. The solicitor replied that he 
thought the issue was a question of fact 
which the jury should pass upon. 

“y differ with you. Mr. Hill,” said Judge 
Candler. “I do not think there is any 
necessity for the case to go to thé jury at 
all, and if the jury should find a verdict 
of guilty upon the evidence I would not 
allow the verdict to stand, as the state has 
proved by only one witness that the house 
was fired by Hill and that witness has 
been successfully impeached.” 

After the question was briefly argued the 
jury was recalled and the foreman signed 
the verdict of not-guilty upon the direction 
of the court. ” 

The trial was in many respects of a sen- 
sational nature and if Charley Knight had 
not been impeached the state would 
have proven beyond the shadow of a doubt 
that the house was fired by Eugene Hill 
and that he threw kerosene oil upon the 
blaze and ran from the burning house. 

Charley Knight swore positively that he 
saw Hill leap from the window of one of 
the houses on the night of the 19th. The 
negro had in his hand a jug which contain- 
ed ofl. As the negro ran from the house 4 
small blaze burst through the weather- 
boards. The contents of the jug were 
thrown upon the fire, which instantly 
blazed up and began to burn furiously. 

The Details of the Trial. 

Hill was placed on trial yesterday morn- 

ing at ll o’clock. He was represented by

Mr. Harry Cassin, the forrner cashier of 
the Georgia Loan, Savings and Banking 
Company, which owned the burned houses, 
explained the location of the houses, say- 
ing that he had visited the scene each day 
after the fire of the previous night. 

“The houses were insured for the sum of 
$350 each,” testified Cassin. 

Cassin testified that the house in which 
Hill was living had Leen sold to Hill and 
that the negro had 4 bond for title to the 


property. 
Knight Causes a Sensation. 

The witness by which the state p-oposed 
to convict Hill was Charley Knight, a 
young white man who lives on Ira street 
and who swore that he was present in 
Pittsburg on the night of the first fire. 

“While the houses at the end of the row 
were burning,” said Knight, “I saw a man 
jump out of the window of a house up at 
this end of the cow. He threw something 
which was in a jug against the sides of the 
house and a blaze burst through the 
weatherboarding. 

“T saw him as he jumped out of the win- 
dow. I saw the jug he had in his hand and 
1 saw him when he threw its contents on 
the house. I think it was kerosene oil, 46 
the fire blazed up as soon as the oil struck 
the house. 

‘When the man ran from the house I 
got a good look at him. I saw him full 
in the face. That man was Eugene Hill. 
When he ran by me he said: 

* *Let ’em burn; I've got charge of them; 
damn ’em, let *em burn.’”’

yond City Limits. 
GOOD FOR ATLANTA RIDERS 


Water Board Will Advertise for Coal 
Bids—Superintendent Woodward 
Submits His Monthly Report. 


Here’s good news for the cycle riders and 
other riders who frequent the Peachtree 
road from the city limits to Brookwood. 

The road will be sprinkled and the dust 
will no longer fly in the faces of the pleas- 
ure seekers, 

The city water board has agreed to fur- 
nish free water for sprinkling the road 
and the wagons will be started at once. 
The board discussed the matter at a meet- 
ing yesterday afternoon, and upon the pe- 
tition of Mr. Joseph Thompson and others 
it was decided to allow the use of the city’s 
water for the purpose. 

Peachtree road is always crowded with 
bicycles and vehicles, and hundreds of At- 
lantians spend much of their spare time 
on the road. The free use of the road keeps 
the dust stirred up and what was once one 
of fhe most refreshing and beautiful drives 
around -the city has become an unpleasant 
and unhealthful one because of the dust. 
For the reason that the road is so freely 
frequented by Atlantians and taxpayers 
the water board thought it could consis- 
tently agree to furnish the water to sprin- 
kle the road, and this will be done. 


The water board has selected four meters 
which will be used by the water depart- 
ment hereafter. They are the “Crown,” 
the “Hersey rotary,” the ‘‘Worthington” 
and the “‘Union piston.” Under the new 
water ordinance the city will keep all me- 
ters in repair and furnish new ones after 
the first purchase by consumers. Citizens 
will only be required to purchase one meter, 
and after that all new ones necessary will 
be furnished by the city. All meters will 
be moved to the sidewalks by the depart- 
ment. 


A water main will be laid on Chapel 
street, from Davis street to Haynes street. 


The board adopted a resolution authoriz- 
ing the city comptreller to advertise for 
bids for the furnishing of coal for the 
waterworks department during the next 
twelve months. About 7,000 tons will be 
required. 


Colonel Woodward’s Report. . 

Superintendent Woodward submitted his 
monthly report, showing that during May 
11,265 feet of water pipe was laid in the 
city.

The work of Bishop Gaines was largely 
extended by Bishop Abraham Grant, D.D., 
but has now reached its highest point of 
success under Bishop Turner, who is ex- 
officio president of the board of trustees. 

There are now ten departments in the 
college with thirteen well qualified instruc- 
tors. The enrollment of students this year 
was 422. 

The college plant is now valued at $75,000. 
It has been largely conducted on the cash 
system, nearly all the moneys being col- 
lected in small amounts by the ministers 
of the African Methodist Episcopal church 
in Georgia.

to talk with him about what the republic- 
ans of that state may expect in the way 
of diplomatic and consular appointments. 
They will ask that their state be given 
@ pro rata share of these offices and will 
at the same time suggest that they be al- 
lowed one or two real good places. Under 
the Cleveland administration Alabama was 
given the Spanish mission, Minister Taylor 
coming from that state. In addition, the . 
state was allowed nine consular appoint- 
ments, all of them positions of some 
worth. There are two prominent repub- 
lican applicants from Alabama for diplo- 
matic places. These are Frank Kilpatrick, 
of Bridgeport, who wants to be minister 
to Guatemala, and G. A. Sibley, of Mo- — 
bile, who is ambitious to go to Venezuela. | 
Among the consular applicants are Dr. El- 
bert Hayes, with Montevideo as his ambi- 
tion; A. B. Jones, with Kingston, Jamaica, 
as the place he wants; and Mr. Farley, who 
wants to go to Newcastle, England. 

The Alabamians expect at least four or 
five consular places and have a big fleld 
to pick from. They state that there is no 
friction among the leaders of the various 
factions in the state, and that the party 
has never been in a more harmonious con- 
dition. Messrs. Vaughan and Youngblood, 
state and national committeemen, respec- 
tively, will dictate the appointment of the 
lucky men. Their leadership is now wun- 
questioned among Alabama republicans and 
their influence in coming years is expected 
to be more extensive thau ever. 

Distinction Without Difference. 

During the consideration of the metal 
schedule in the senate today the demo- 
crats made an unsuccessful effort to have 
cotton ties transferred to the free list. The 
southern senators made the potnt that 
binding twine for the wheat growers of 
the west was made free, while the cotton 
ties of the southern planter are taxed. 
Senator Bacon participated briefly in the. 
debate and called upon the republican 
members of the committee to explain this 
distinction between the wheat growers of 
the north and the cotton growers of the 
south. Neither Senator Allison nor any of 
the republicans in charge of the bill re- 
plied to Senator Bacon’s inquiry and the 
proposed amendment was defeated. Messrs. 
Pritchard and Devoe were the only twe 
southern senators who voted against free 
cotton ties. | 

It is evident that the republicans have 


their forces well in hand and they will not 
allow any amendments to be adopted ex- 
cept such as receive the sanction of the 
finance committee.

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An Overcrowded Profession. 

A writer in The New York Herald, sign- 
ing himself “Lawyer,” commenting upon 
the overcrowded condition of the legal 
profession, says that hundreds of law- 
yers in this country are actually starv- 
ing to death for the want of practice, 
and that something should be done at 
once to check the constantly increasing 
stream of talent that is pouring into the 
ranks of the profession. 

In support of this statement the writ- 
er calls attention to a recent tragedy 
committed in the city of New York. 
The principal actor in the tragedy was 
a middle-aged lawyer of splendid educa- 
tional advantages by the name of 
Charles Kemble Hillyard. Unable to 
extract a living from the meager busi- 
ness which chanced to come his way, 
Hillyard naturally grew despondent as 
time went on, and finally, in a moment 
of depression, killed both himself and 
his son. 

While the case of the New York law- 
yer is, of course, exceptional in its char- 
acter, the writer argues that it illus- 
trates in a measure the stagnant and 
overcrowded condition of the profession 
everywhere, and shows that hundreds 
of men who are trying to make a living 
at the bar might employ their talents 
to much better advantage in some other 
way. Says the writer in this connec- 
tion: “Glance at the resourceful man- 
ner in which lawyers are turning aside 
from the profession. They seek the po- 
litical field to keep the wolf from the 
door, and in some instances we actually 
find them in congress. In the scramble 
for public office every four years they 
furnish the bulk of the candidates, and 
in many other ways they show that lit- 
tle money is to be made ai the bar.” 

In accounting for the overcrowded 
condition of the legal profession, the 
writer cites the large number of law 
schools which have sprung up within 
the past few years. He argues that 
there is hardly a college or university 
of any importance in the country which 
does not have its law department, and 
that as a result of these in- 
creased facilities for grinding out 
lawyers, the country is _literal- 
ly flooded with them. But in 
addition to this explanation, the 
writer goes on to show that other agen- 
cles are at work. One of the most im- 
portant of these is found in the spread 
of the arbitration idea. Arbitration, of 
course, means death to litigation; and 
since lawyers are dependent upon litiga- 
tion for support, it means that the pro- 
fession must necessarily suffer. Nearly 

all trade associations at the present time 

have their systems of arbitration, and 
thousands of dollars which formerly 
poured into the legal profession are now 
diverted into other channels. Obvious- 
ly, the effect of these changed condi- 
a tions is to do away with fees in a large 
» Measure and to lessen the demand for 
| _ Tegal talent. 


lawyers is now monopolized by a few 
only, who represent big corporations 
and command handsome salaries. With- 
in the last few years the real estate 


4 business has encroached upon the legal 


profession to a considerable extent, and 
deprived it of many of the fees which 
formerly went into the pockets of law- 
yers. From these various considerations 
pointed out by the New York writer, 
it is evident that while the supply of 
lawyers is constantly increasing, the de- 
mand for them is steadily diminishing. 
Inevitably, therefore, the profession is 
crowded, and something must be done 
to relieve the pressure. 

As to remedy, there is probably a dif- 
ference of opinion; but there seems to be 
no doubt that the bar is very much over- 
crowded, and that it is becoming more 
so every day. It would seem that. if 
the standard of the profession was 
raised, making it as difficult to obtain 
a legal diploma as it is at the present 
time to graduate in medicine, the result 
would be beneficial, not only to the bar. 
but to the people. As matters stand, it 
is entirely too easy to secure a legal di- 
ploma. In “Georgia and other states, a 
study of a few months will suffice to 
secure admission to the bar; while to 
become a physician, the law requires 4 
three-term medical college course. 

The raising of the standard of the 
profession by making it more difficult 
to secure entrance than now, as well as 
making it certain that those who do en- 
ter are well fitted to assume the respon- 
sibilities of an attorney, would be the 
surest and safest way to purge the pro- 
fession of those elements which do not 
reflect credit upon it, and are at the 
same time working an absolute injury 
to it. 

Hard Times and the Railroads. 

In The Railway Age we find the fol- 
lowing somewhat remarkable statement 
with reference to the railway situation: 

There are signs now that the employees 
in the mass all over the country are waking 
up, and it is time that they did. There 
ought to be about a quarter of a million 
more men in the service of the railways to- 
day than there are. The railways want 
those men. The men want _to work. The 
public would be better served and the 
country more prosperous if they were at 
work. Why, then, are they not? Again for 
the one simple reason that the railways 
cannot earn money enough to pay them 
wages, and one of the main chief reasons 
why the companies cannot earn the money 
is the persistent legislative persecution to 
which railway interests are subjected. 


The foregoing statement is remarkable 
because it is so entirely different from 
the explanation given by The Railway 
Age during the recent campaign. Our 
contemporary was an ardent McKinley- 
ite and rampant for the gold standard. 
It secured (or is credited with securing) 
for the republican committee lists of 
the railway employees, and in a hun- 
dred different ways it brought its in- 
fluence to bear on those employees. 

In its columns it declared that the 
hard times and the ills from which the 
railway employees were suffering were 
due to “Bryanism,” to the threat to 
“overturn the money standard,” and to 
the “agitaition of the silver question.” 
More than this, it declared in special 
circulars and slips that the defeat of 
Bryan and the election of McKinley 
would mean the return of prosperity, 
employment for the idle, and better 
wages for railway workers. 

Now it turns its back on these state- 
ments and says that’ one of the chief 
reasons why 250,000 railway employees 
have been laid off and discharged during 
the past four years “is the persistent 
legislative persecution to which railway 
interests are subjected.” And one rea- 
son is as good as the other, both being 
entirely without foundation in fact. 

Certainly cur contemporary must be- 
lieve that railway employees are more 
easily gulled than other workers, or it 
would not feed them on such prepos- 
terous statements. Every intelligent 
person in the country is now awake to 
the fact that the hard times are not the 
result of silver agitation, or to a fear 
that the gold atandard will be upset. 
Likewise every man, woman and child 
knows that the election of McKinley 
has not restored prosperity, for times 
have become harder and the army of the 
unemployed has received thousands of 
recruite since last November. 

But it is necessary to give the disap- 
pointed ones some reason for the failure 
of prosperity to materialize, and so now 
comes The Railway Age with the an- 
nouncement thatt one of the chief rea- 
gons of the hard times is persistent leg- 
islative persecution of the railroads, 
Any reason but the right one! 

But what folly it is to make such a 
statement! There was more so-called 
“legislative persecution” of railways in 
any three years prior to 1893 than there 
has been since, and yet the railways 
were never more flourishing than in 
1892. 

There is but one reason why the rail- 
ways in common with all other business 
are in a bad way, and that is the gold 
standard. By making gold our sole 
standard of value, we have made money 
dearer, because there is not enough gold 
to “go round” among the nations. The 
demand for it is growing more strenu- 
ous, and the supply is hardly a drop in 
the bucket. The rise in the value of 
gold is registered in the fall of prices 
and the destruction of values. Owing to 
low prices the great body of American 
producers are not able to buy half 
the amount of money that their 
products would command a few years 
ago. In other words, their purchasing 
power in the stores has been cut down 
more than one-half. Where they had 
two dollars before, they have’ less 
than one dollar now, and as that dollar 
has been made doubly precious to them 
on account of the amount of labor they 
had to expend to get it, they do not 
part with it lightly. 

Now, this is an agricultural country, 
and whatever cuts off the purchasing 
power of the farmer and those 
who depend directly on him 
(that is to ‘say, gives him 
less than one dollar where he formerly 
could get two) hits a ravenous blow at 
all forms of business—especially the 
railway business. No matter how low 
the roads put their freight rates, they 
cannot get their usual business when 
there is less than the usual demand for 
goods and commodities. When the rail- 
Way employees realize and appreciate 
this important and fundamental fact, 
they will know as much about the 
money question as it is necessary for 
them to know. Moreover, when they 
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fact they will not be 


We have no doubt that when the 
emergency arises, The Railway Age will 
be able to furnish an entirely different 
set of reasons for the hard times, But 
it will never get to the point where it 
will be willing to admit the truth, or 
indorse the remedy. We have high 
hopes, however, that the railway em- 
ployees will be able to discover where 
the trouble lies. 

It is amusing to recall to mind the 
various tales the public has been asked 
to believe in regard to the hard times. 
When the panie of 1893 (due to the clos- 
ing of the Indian mints and the con- 
sequent rise in the value of gold) came 
on, the people were told that it was the 
result of the Sherman law, and a good 
many sensible business men believed 
it. When that law was repealed, it was 
found that it not only had nothing to 
do with the trouble, but that it had 
protected the people. For the moment 
the issue of treasury notes under that 
act ceased, prices fell lower, times grew 
harder, and the business depression 
grew deeper. 

A diversion was then created by at- 
tributing the trouble to the “endless 
chain” of greenbacks. This “cause” 
lasted a few months, and then it was 
discovered that the really and truly 
true cause was the “silver agitation,” 
as if that hadn’t been going on since 
1876. Then suddenly a “remedy” was 
found. It was very simple. Elect Mc- 
Kinley, and prosperity will be imme- 
diately restored. “I’m the man to open 
your mills to labor,” said that genial 
man. Well, McKinléy was elected, and 
times grew still harder; the business de- 
pression grew worse in spite of the gid- 
dy claims of romancers. Instead of 
opening the mills to labor Mr. McKinley 
and his party have closed them. 

And now The Railway Age comes for- 
ward claiming that one of the chief 
causes of the discharge of a quarter of 
a million of men is legislative persecu- 
tion of the roads. And so it goes. 

The Constitution is in favor of liberal 
treatment of the railroads, and it agrees 
with The Railway Age that, in some 
states, adverse legislation has crippled 
the railroads, and thus indirectly worked 
injury to railway employees. While 
The Constitution favored the establish- 
ment of the Georgia railroad commis- 
sion, and approves its maintenance, we 
have always been on the side of conser- 
vatism. and have always opposed dras- 
tic measures which had in view embar- 
rassment to the railroads. or the oppres- 
sion of railroad interests. But we do 
not agree with The Railway Age that 
this is the cause of all the troubles from 
which the railroads are now suffering. 
Indeed, the loss they have suffered from 
this cause is but an incident to the dead- 
ly blow they have received through the 
currency system which The Railway Age 
earnestly supported in the last national 
campaign, 
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Mr. Hanson’s Newspaper. 

Commenting on Mr. Wharton Bark- 
er’s proposition to organize a new party, 
Editor Walsh, of The Augusta Chronl- 
cle, justly observes that there seems 
to be no need for more parties, and that 
what the people need is a great rally to 
the Chicago platform, by means of 
which Mr. Barker will realize all that 
he is working for. 

The Macon Telegraph seizes on this 
for comment, and, among other things, 
makes the following remark: 


Mr. Walsh and those who are standing 
with him—Bryan, Tillman, Altgeld, Jones, 
Howell, et al.—set up the claim that they 
are the true préphets of democracy, and 
that those who protest against such an as- 
sumption are renegades, deserters and re- 
publicans. And yet there is an amazing 
difference between all former conceptions 
of democracy and this latter day confes- 
sion of faith—a gulf wide and deep. 


That is possibly intended as an invi- 
tation to a controversy, but we do not 
see how Editor Walsh can afford to 
waste time and space in discussing ques- 
tions of democratic policy with a republi- 
can newspaper. Certainly The Consti- 
tution doesn’t propose to be drawn into 
any such futile performance. 

We have never referred to Major Han- 
son as a renegade. He couldn’t agrée 
with democratic doctrines, and he made 
no bones about announcing the fact that 
his convictions led him into the repub- 
lican camp. He didn’t repudiate the 
Chicago platform and then claim to be 
a democrat. He didn’t work the “hol- 
ier-than~thou” racket, and then give 
stealthy aid to the great Hanna syndi- 
cate. Not at all. He had the courage 
of his convictions; he went where his 
anti-democratic views led him; and now 
he is high in the councils of the republi- 
can party. The Constitution had so 
much respect for his manliness in this 
matter that it urged Mr. McKinley to 
give him a_ cabinet place. 

Notwithstanding this, we cannot af- 
ford to discuss matters of democratic 
policy with Mr. Hanson's newspaper. 
Let its “conceptions” of democracy, or 
its opinions in regard to democratic dif- 
ferentiation be what they may, it would 
be worse than idle for any democratic 
newspaper to enter into a debate with it. 

No doubt Mr. Hanson knows what he 
wants his newspaper to advocate, and 
be also knows what he wants in the way 
of securing an indorsement of the pres- 
ent republican administration. No doubt 
he sees that the line of the democratic 
policy does not lead in the direction of 
such indorsement. 

All this, of course, is none of The 
Constitution’s business. nor are we un- 
dertaking to change or reform it. We 
refer to the matter simply to show why 
democratic newspapers are not inclined 
to discuss matters of party policy with

in upholding the cause of humanity and 
civilization. But, while the policy of 
the government remains unchanged, it 
cannot be denied that the people of Great 
Britain are strongly on the side of Mr. 
Gladstone. ~ 

Some two or three days ago Mr. Glad- 
stone addressed a fetter to one of the 
numerous candidates now posing for 
parliamentary honors in which he un- 
dertook to show the cowardly position 
in which Great Britain had been placed 
by the Salisbury government. In this 
connection Mr. Gladstone uses the fol- 
lowing language: 

Russia, Germany and Austria are at their 
old trade again as the foes of liberty and 
justice. France is tongue-tied by her sub- 
serviency to the views of Russia. Italy is 
paralyzed by internal embarrassments; and 
England, which ought to be acting under 
her own convictions, is content to sit at the 
table with the three emperors and register 
their decrees. The guns of British iron- 
clads have been employed to shed the blood 
of Cretans who were struggling against 
Turkish tyranny, and the blood of 100,000 
Christians has drenched the soil of Armenia 
without a penalty for the great assassin 
who shed it or security against his repeat- 
ing the crime when he finds it convenient. 

In this same letter Mr. Gladstone 
goes on to say that the policy of the 
government in dealing with the sultan 
is deeply deplored by the people of Great 
Britain, whose sympathies are strongly 
enlisted on the side of freedom and 
Christianity. If any one can speak for 
the people of Great Britain it is Mr. 
Gladstone. 

Had the powers heeded the note of 
warning sounded by Mr. Gladstone sev- 
eral weeks ago, the plains of Thessaly 
might not have been drenched with hu- 
man blood, and much of the trouble 
which has since arisen might have 
been averted. In failing to act upon the 
advice of Mr. Gladstone the powers now 
find themselves confronted with a prob- 
lem which is likely to disturb their peace 
for several years to come. 

Our Industrial Growth. 

Scarcely two decades have passed 
since Great Britain enjoyed the indis- 
puted reputation of being the great- 
est industrial power on the globe. Since 
that time, however, the distinction once 
possessed by our rival has been acquired 
by the United States. 

From the latest reports filed in Wash- 
ington it appears that the manufactur- 
ing interests of this country have nearly 
doubled those of Great Britain within 
the past two years. The value of this 
country’s manufactured products for the 
year ending December 31, 1896, is fixed 
in round numbers at $7,000,000,000, while 
the value of Great Britain’s output for 
the same year is fixed at only $4,100,000,- 
000. The following table shows the in- 
dustrial rank of the leading powers:

What Is the Solution? 

It is generally understood that Principal 

Keeper of the Penitentiary Turner will rec- 


‘ommend a system which has been regarded 


as favorably by those members of the legis- 
lature who have inspected it. 

This method was mildly suggested by him 
last, fall, and takes into question the erec- 
tion of a large state penitentiary, which 
shall be the genera] headquarters for the 
criminals, where hospital service will be 
rendered, and a reformatory feature intro- 
duced. It is proposed to put the convicts 
at work upon the property of the state 
which is just in the rear of the state lunatic 
asylum about four miles from Milledgeville. 
Here Judge Turner proposes that they can 
work in making brick with which the pen- 
itentiary can be built. It will require sev- 
eral years for the building to be put up and 
in the meantime temporary headquarters 
can be secured for the female prisoners 
and the young convicts. 

It is proposed that after this work is done 
that the convicts shall be leased out for as 
short a time as possible, and that the con- 
tract shall provide that the state shall 
have absolute control of the prisoners. It 
is said that the greatest objection to the 
present system is the fact that the superin- 
tendents are appointed by the lessees in- 
stead of the state. ! 

This is only @ vague hint at the plan 
which will be«proposed at the next session 
of the legislature. In the meantime it will 
be thoroughly developed, and when the 
present leases expire, which will be on 
April 1, 1899, this new system will probably 
be ready. 


THE WOMAN WILL DIE. 


TOM CYRUS’S VICTIM RECEIVED | 


HER DEATH WOUNDS. 


The Man Shot Her in a Jealous Rage. 
Three Bullets Passed Through 
Her Body—What He Says. 


Tom Cyfus, who shot a woman and sur- 
rendered himself to the police, an account 
of which appeared in yesterday’s Consti- 
tution, will have to answer to a charge 
of murder, for the woman, Annie Johnson, 
lfes in a ward at the Grady ‘hospital dy- 
ing. 

About 2 o’clock yesterday morning Cyrus 
went to a house, at No. 206 Bell street, 
and found a man drinking beer and talk- 
ing to the Johnson woman. He became 
jealous, and waiting until the man had 
gone he went into the woman’s room and 
began to quarrel with her. Finally, in a 
fit of ungovernable rage, he pulled a re- 
volver and fired three shots at the woman. 
who was standing very near him. All of 
the shots took effect, two passing through 
the lungs, and one through the abdomen. 
The woman tried to escape from the in- 
furiated man but was shot before she could 
get out of the room or give any alarm. 

Neighbors who heard the shots ran to 
the place and had the ambulance sum- 
moned. At the hospital it was found that 
the woman was desperately wounded, and 
last night it was stated that she could not 
recover. 


Immediately after the shooting Cyrus 
walked to the police barracks and handed 


his pistol to Captain John Thompson, say- 
ing that he had shot a good woman and 
wanted to be locked up. 

To a Constitution reporter Cyrus stated 
that he did not mean to kill the woman, 
but he just wanted to show her that she 
mustn't let other negroes visit her. Cyrus 
is being held tinder a charge of assault 
with attempt to murder, but it will soon 
be changed to that of murder.

Claude Thomas Accidentally Shot 


Near Stockbridge. 

As the result of a piece of boyish folly 
and recklessness enacted near Stockbridge,

slayer, Ira Grant, aged twenty, may be 
arrested on the charge of homicide. 

The two young men have from boyhood 
borne reputations around Stockbridge for 
being somewhat wild.

A Railroad Appears as Complainant 
‘Before the Commission. 


IT ASKS FOR PROTECTION 


The Board Is Inclined To Grant It if, 


It Can Be Done. 
¢ 


WHAT CONSTITUTES A STREET ROAD? 


Captain Purse Complains That the 
Columbus Street Railway Is Over- 
charging for Switching Cars. 

The state railroad commission heard, two 
complaints yesterday but the decision was 

reserved In each case. 


All the members of the board were pres- 


ent—Chairman IL. N. Trammell, Commis- 


sioners Fort and Crenshaw. 
One of the cases presented an unusual 


feature, a railroad being the complainant 
and a patron being the defendant. Usually 
the parties to cases before the commission 
are reversed. In this instance the Atlanta, 
Knoxville and Northern Railway Company, 
which was formerly the Marietta and North 
Georgia, complained that the Blue Ridge 
Marble Company was billing marble in 
carload lots to Atlanta and was stopping 
the cars at Marietta, where local delivery 
Was sometimes made, and in other: in- 
stances parts of the shipment were rebilled 
to points in other states. Thé Western and 
Atlantic allowed its Siarietta agent to do 
the rebilling. That road got its rates on 
less than carload lots from Marietta for 
marble going elsewhere than Atlanta, but 
the Atlanta, Knoxville and Northern, lost 
the switching charge at Marietta. Also in 
some cases got less for its proportion than 
it would have received had the freight des- 
tined for Ohio and Mississippi river points 
been routed through Knoxville. The total 
to the ehipper was probably no more send- 
ing the freight by way of Marietta but the 
initial road’s proportion was less. 

The marble company claimed that it 
had the right under the commissioner’s 
rule to ship a carload of marble to Mariet- 
ta or Atlanta, if it pleased, and rebill. 
The commission appeared to think that 
the railroad was not getting right treat- 
ment, but Chairman Trammell remarked 
that it would be difficult to give it protec- 
tion. without disturbing other conditions. 

A decision will probably be announced 
today. 

Captain D. G. Purse, of Savannah, 
brought a complaint in behalf of the Com- 
mercial Fertilizer Company against the Co- 
lumbus Street Railway Company. The 
complainant has a factory on the Central 
railroad’s lines, near Columbus, Ga. The 
Central charges the company $1 a car for 
switching and the street railway company 
charges $2, making the total $3. 

Captain Purse contended that the de- 
fendant was not a street railway, but a 
regular freight and passenger railroad and 
should be under the control of the com- 
mission, which fixes the maximum switch- 
ing charge at $2. 

Colonel L. F. Garrard, representing the 
defendant company, claimed that his com- 
pany was a regular freight and passenger 
railroad, but claimed that if it was it was 
entitled to charge eVen more than $2 a 
car under the commigsioner’s tariff. 

Captain Purse ang ;Celonel Garrard ar- 
gued the: case at length, but the commis- 
wion did not announce a decision. 


THE DRUMMER’S CASE. 


Chairman Smith Tells of What Has 
Been Attempted for Lower Fares. 

Mr. E. E. Smith, chairman of the na- 
tional railroad committee of the Travelers’ 
Protective Association of America, made his 
report yesterday. 

Mr. Smith reminded his associates that 
they must cortinue to make an aggressive 
fight on the railroads for lower fares mile- 
age books and a greater allowance for 
baggage. He reproves those members who 
have opposed the national officers on their 


railroad policy. He says that lower fares 
would help the traveling men and the pub- 
lic as well as the wholesale houses. 

Mr. Smith states that the efforts of his 
committee have been directed to attain the 


following objects: 

“A 5,000-mile interchangeable mileage 
book from each general association of rail- 
roads in the United States, under such reg- 
ulations as will make the book in every 
way serviceable to the traveling man, and 
at the same time properly protected for the 
railroads. 

“If practicable, a 1,000-mile limited inter- 
changeable mileage book under the same 
restrictions as the larger book. 

“A 1,000-mile book, g00d over single sys- 
tems, at 2 cents per mile, where this rate 
seemed just, and is not now given. 

“Where just and equitable, single: tickets 


‘at the rate of 2 cents per mile. 


“As far as possible, a larger allowance for 
excess baggage to legitimate commercial 
travelers. 

“The distribution of information and ar- 
guments among business men generally, 
and members of the Travelers’ Protective 
Association in particular. 

“Our work along the first, second, fifth and 
sixth lines has been attended with more 
or less success. Along the third and fourth 
lines, not a great deal has been accomplish- 
ed. Being convinced, after a careful and 
painstaking investigation as my time would 
permit, that 1,000-mile books at 2 cents per 
mile (giving the railroads such protection 
as we have offered). can be sold with ad- 
vantage to the railroads as well as to the 
people, I would advise that whatever pow- 
er and influence we can command, whether 


“alone or in combination with other busi- 


ness men’s organizations, should be brought 
to bear to secure this book in certain sec- 
tions of the country, and over certain lines 
where not now granted.”

HOUSE FILLED WITH SMOKE 


A Pet St. Bernard Sees the Danger and 
Awakens the Inmates. 


FLAMES WERE UNDER FRONT STAIRWAY 


Escape Was Cut Off Except by the 
Back Steps—The Damage Was 
More Than $3,000. 


The family of Mr. Hoke Smith narrowly 
escaped from a burning residence yester- 
day morning at 5 o'clock, and had it not 
been for the timely warning given bys 
faithful St. Bernard dog, every one ig, the 
house might have been burned to death. 

Great excitement prevailed at the time 
in the neighborhood of the house, which is 
on West Peachtree, between Linden and 
Howard. 

About 6 o’clock In the morning those 
siceping in the house were awakened by a 
loud scratching noise on the front door and 
the continued howls of a St. Bernard dog. 
One of the family starting down stairs was 
horrified to find that the lower portion of 
the house was filled with smoke, and it 
was almost impossible to get out by the 
front stairway. 

The family made a hurried exit by the 
| rear steps; and a quick alarm was sent to 
the fire department. The flames spread 
rapidly and when the firemen arrived they 
had hard work before them. 

Had the family slept five minutes longer, 
escape would have been cut off except by 
the windows, and there would have been 
great danger of suffocation. 

After working for some time, the firemen 
extinguished the flames, but not until they 
had eaten their way up to the third story 


and through the roof. The damage will be 
between $3,000 and $4,000. 

The fire originated in a small closet un- 
der the staircase, and from this spread 
rapidly. What caused it is not known, but 
it is supposed that it resulted from spon- 
taneous combustion. The dog which gave 
the alarm and aroused the household is a 
large and valuable St. Bernard.

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A Yery Small Hold Engagement Helped 
the Reactionary Tendency. 


THE DEPRESSION NOT MARKED 


Trading Was Again Well Distributed, 
Low Priced Shares Showing De- 
mand—Close Was Strong. 


New York, June 2.—It looked for a time 
at the opening of the stock market as 
though the expected reaction from the 
etrength of the last few days had come to 
pass, and the average prices was about to 
vibrate downward again within the narrow 
limits which have characterized the short 
turns of the market for many weeks past 
under manipulation of the professional 
traders. Prices of American securities 
came lower from London this morning re- 
flecting the disappointment of the British 
investing public that Wall strect had not 
responded with more enthusiasm to the 
confidence in Americans displayed by the 
London rise on Monday. The New York 
traders had in fact made up their minds 
that the market had advanced as far as 
was usual recently and was ripe for a 
reaction, and they worked to that end. 
The gold shipment for tomorrow, small as 
{t Is, helped the reactionary tendency. The 
sh'pment, amounting to only $650,000, was 
sufficient to indicate that the price of 
demand sterling, $4.87, was not yet low 
enough to preclude gold shipments under 
the prevailing abnormal demand for gold 
abroad. The withdrawal of a sum of gold 
from the subtreasury for deposit in the 
clearing house vaults to the account of a 
bank also served to offset, to some extent, 
the favorable effect of part of the shipment 
being secured from private sources, instead 
of from the subtreasury. The consequence 
of these things was a reactionary tendency 
in the market through the morning hours. 
Liberal sales of New Jersey Centra] mark- 
ed down the price of that favorite of the 
bears. But the depression in the market 
was at no time marked, and the decline in 
trices was Hmited to small fractions ex- 
cept in one or two special cases. The 
traders awoke to a perception that their 
selling in special stocks did not invite a 
following and that the expected reaction 
halted. The buying by the commission 
houses for outside account proved sufficient 
‘to hold prices firm even when the traders 
had ceased to buy, especially in the gran- 
gers and some other large stocks. The 
dealings in the bond market indicated 
equally the improved tone of the buying, 
and the broadening tendency of the specu- 
lation. The outside buyers showed a mark- 
ei preference for the low-priced thares 
of some of the reorganized companies, a 
class of securities that has been greatly 
improved in demand for several days past. 
There was light recession in the final hour 
on profit taking, but prices stiffened at the 
close to the high figure attained in the 
strong buying movement which set in in 
the afternoon. A notable feature of the 
rise was that it was unaccompanied by 
London buying in any volume, and was in 
the face of efforts by traders for a reac- 
tion, profit taking being in marked volume 
at times, but always well absorbed. Net 
gains occurred in all stocks with a few 
exceptions. 

The total sales of stocks for the day 
amounted to 234,548 shares, including Sugar 
refined 37,400, Burlington and Quincy 37,810, 
Chicago Gas 32,600, Chesapeake and Ohio 
5,200, Louisville and Nashville 8,200, New 
York Central 5,700, R. and W.'P. third as- 
sessment paid 7,400, Rock Island 10,730, St. 
Paul 27,10, Southern Railway preferred 
9,900. 

The bond market participated to a mod- 
érate extent in the decided strength ap- 
parent in the stock market. The specula- 
tive issues were the features of the deal- 
ings, and round amounts were taken for 
foreign account with Atchison lien. espe- 
cially fancied.

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Corporations Must Pay the County as the 
Law Requires 


PROMPT ACTION WAS TAKEN 


The board of county commissioners met 
in regular session yesterday morning at 10 
o'clock in the office of Clerk of the Board 
Kontz. With the exception of two mat- 
ters, which were discussed briefly, nothing 
but’ routine work was accomplished. 

The first question of interest discussed 
was the situation in the county police de- 
partment. As will be remembered, the 
supreme court recently decided that the 
county commissioners had no authority to 
run a county police department. The fight 
that was made upon the police force was 
caused by the discharge of Officers Bradley 
and Herrington, who were ch with 
having received bribes. 

As a result of the annihilation of the 
county police force the county chaingang 
has been rapidly decreasing in numbers 
and the county is said to be suffering on 
account of the small number of indict- 
ments and convictions. The county is also 
being overrun by a multitude of lawless 
characters, who gamble in the woods on 
Sunday and cause genéral disorder tn the 
suburbs. 

Chairman Adair stated that the number 
of convicts had materially decreased since 
the abolishment of the county force. Last 
year there were 100 more convicts at work 
for the county than there are this year. 

Ccmmissioner Spalding thought the de- 
crease was on account of the annihilation 
of the county police. 

*“*There is no doubt in my mind about the 
matter,” he said. “While the county po- 
lice were going their rounds mary arrests 
resulted and, of course, many of these who 
were arrested were, convicted. This ab- 
sence of the police explains the small num- 
ber of convicts. I also understand that 
many acts of lawlessness are being com- 
mitted in the country districts where there 
is no police protection. Many citizens 
have reported cases to me, but unless we 
— a county force I don’t see any dem- 

yo 

County Attorney Rosser was instructed 
to carry the question again to the supreme 
court, it being the opinion of the commis- 
sioners and the county attorney that the 
commissioners had a right under the law 
to employ a corps of bridge inspectors who 
could also make arrests. The matter will 
again be tested. 


Corporations Must Pay Taxes. 

The matter as to the payment of taxes 
by corporaticns came up again yesterday 
morning before the board. This question 
has been agitated for several months, but 
yesterday active steps were taken in the 
matter and the following resolution was in- 
troduced by Commissioner Walter R. 
Brown: 

“Ordered, That the collection of taxes 
from various corporations, individuals and 
others who are under the law liable for 
taxation and have been liable -for many 
years, be referred to the finance committee 
and county attorney with instructions to 
proceed at once by legal process or other- 
wise to collect from said corporations and 
parties.’’ 

Action will be at once taken against all 
companies which have failed to pay their 
taxes into the treasuty of the county. The 
sum that wili be réalized to the county will 
amount far into the thousands. 

Other Matters Taken Up. 

The bond of Office? WeriA: Bradley, which 
was favorably repory@s won by the finance 
committee, was not,@ceepted, as it was 
stated that Bradley was under indictment 
for misconduct in office and the commission- 
ers did not care to pass upon the matter 
until the proper investigation could be 
heid. 

The board of registrars asked for an i[n- 
crease of pay from $2 per day to $ per 
day. They stated that the work was ex- 
ceedingly arduous and painstaking and re- 
quired a large amount of time and labor. 
The request of the registrars was refused. 


DOWN ON STREET FAKIRS. 


Tax Committee Refuses To Permit 
Indian Warrior and Banjo Exhibit. 
The tax committee of the general council 

is down on patent medicine fakirs and 
street exhibitions. The committee has ruled 
that no more permits shall be granted for 
the public sale and exhibition of medi- 
cines and the voice of the medicine splélers 
will be heard no more in the city. 

Yesterday the committee put its stamp of 
disapproval on a scheme to allow a medi- 
cine concern to establish a public stand 
and give exhibitions.in which two Indians 
from the Wild West take a leading part, 
assisted by a southern darkey and a banjo. 
The dignified members of the committee 
thought the new bicycle ordinance is suf- 
ficient to keep the people in a state of 
alarm without the noisy accompaniment of 
a medicine fakir entertainment and the 
whoop of Indian warriors. 

Aldermén Dimmock, Rice, Woodward and 
Councilman Peters, of the tax committee, 
heard the petition of the medicine company 
and despite the protestations of the frep- 
reséntatives of the latter the petition was 
adversely acted upon, the city fathers 
thinking the exhibition would become ob- 
jectionable and would disturb the peace 
and good order of the city.

The detectives swore upon the witness 
stand that they were sorry’ for the young 
man. He was & victim of misfortune. He 
was a draughtsman by. profession and was 
@ man who was capablé of demanding large 
salaries, but who was a pauper because 
he could not obtain work at the time he 
was so greatly in need of money. In his 
extremity, when hunger and want stared 
him in the face, he forged a check. 

“It is the same old sad story,” said Judge 
Candler, yesterday morning in passing sen- 
tence upon Hall. ‘“‘This man ‘is a criminal | 
by force of, circumstances’ and misfortune. 
He no doubt would have beeti honest as 
long as he succeeded and had» work br 
which he could earn his money,, but when 
he was hungry, when he was desperate, 
he did wrong. I will deal as lightly, with 
him as it is possible, and I will give him 
the minimum two years.” 

Hall stood erect before the judge. His 
eyes were filled with tears. 

“That is the way it was, your honor,” 
said he.

HOME TRUSTEES 


HAVE NOT ACTED 


No Plans Have Been Made for the Sale 
of Soldiers’ Home. 


TRUSTEES MEET THIS WEEK 


Will Determine Whether Sale Shall Be 
Public or Priyate. 


| 
CONFEDERATE DAUGHTERS TAKE A HAND | PLEASED WITH BOYS’ 


May Petition Trustees To Delay the 
Sale Until the Legislature Meets. 
Decree of Sale. 


The sale of the old Soldiers’ Home still 
hangs in the balance. The decree of sale 
has been issued, and Judge W. L. Calhoun, 
chairman of the trustees, will call a meet- 
ing of that body in the near future to con- 
sider the best means of disposing of the in- 
stitution. 

The Daughters of the Confederacy are 
going to make assiduous efforts to prevent 
the home being sold, and will probably pe- 
tition the trustees to delay the sale until 
the next meeting of the legislature, when 
the ladies hope to get such laws passed as 
to make the home a permanent institution. 

Whether the ladies will succeed in their 
plan, though, is doubtful. The state has 
positively refused to accept the institution, 
the trustees have no funds with which to 
maintain it, and the court has ordered that 
it be sold in accordance with such plans as 
may be adopted by the trustees. 

The home, however, was built by private 
subscription in May, 1889, and a deed was 
executed to the trustees. Some of the con- 
tributors seriously object, it is said, to the 
probable disposition of the institution. 

In July of the same year the place was 
incorporated, and in 1891 and 1892 it was 
tendered to the state and both times re- 
fused- 

In 1893 a committee was appointed to ob- 
tain leave to sell the home. This petition 
Was presented to the supreme court and 
granted. The decree of sale is now in the: 
hands of the trustees, who will probably 
decide this week as to the details of the 
sale. Judge Calhoun stated yesterday he 
would call the body together as soon as 
possible. He stated there was no doubt 
that the home will be sold unless some- 
thing unforeseen occurs toprevent. 

The Decree of Sale. 

The decree of sale of the home as issued 
by Judge Lumpkin is as follows: 

““H. Castleman, John Milledge, et al. vs. 
the Confederate Soldiers’ Home of Georgia, 
et al.—No. 392 Spring Term, 1893—Bill for 
direction and relief In Fulton superior court. 
This cause having been submitted to the 
presiding judge by written consent of coun- 
sel upon all matters of law and fact to be 
found and decided by the court without 
the intervention of a jury, and said cause 
having been in due course called up for a 
hearing when the same was heard Pleas 
ingly upon the evidence submitted and was 
argued by counsel, thereupon the court 
finds, orders, and decrees as follows, to-wit: 

“That the defend ants, the Atlanta Realty 
and Investment Company, and W. B. Rob- 
inson, have no such interest in the property 
and no such facts have been made to ap- 
pear in evidence as would entitle them to 
the relief prayed for by them in their re- 
Spective answers and cross bill 

“The court further finds, adjudges and 
decrees that upon the facts alleged in the 
pleadings of all other parties in the cause, 
plaintiff and defendant, and the facts es- 
tablished, and it being shown by the evi- 
dence that it has become impossible to 
carry out and administer the trust in the 
specific manner or mode contemplated and 
provided for in the original contributions 
and subscriptions by which said fund was 


raised and invested, and as the next ap- - 


proximate and most appropriate mode of 
administering said trust in the interest of 
the beneficiaries intended under the terms 
of said trust, the property in question, 
namely, that known as the Confederate 
Soldiers’ Home of Georgia, and more par- 
ticularly described in the pleadings and in 
the deed made by Madame von der Hoya 
Schultze conveying the same to said com- 
mittee on location, and by said c@mmittee 
to said Confederate Soldiers’ Home of Geor- 
gia, a corporation, and trustees thereof, be 
sold wnder the direction and to the best 
advantage according to the discretion of 
the following named five commissioners, to- 
wit: W. L. Calhoun, W. H. Ross, C. A. 
Evans, Samuel M. Inman and R. D. Spald- 
ing, either at public or private sale, and 
either in separate lots or entire; and that 
all such sales be reported to the court for 
review and confirmation before making 
titles to the same. If sold at public sAle 
said commissioners shall advertise notice 
of such sale not less than once a week for 
four weeks and may sell on the premises 
or elsewhere. And that the proceeds of 
such sale or sales as the same accrue be 
used and employed for the payment of nec- 
essary expenses of sale and the just debts 
against such corporation and the remainder 
or the purpose of buying small homes for 
he use of indigent confederate veterans 
sifuated in counties, as near as may be 
proportionate to the amount contributed 
to said fund in’ such counties respectively, 
and thiat such places be selected and such 
investment be made directed, authorized 
and controlled by said Confederate Sol- 
diers’ Home of Georgia corporation under 
action to be taken by its board of trustees. 
If said plan of investment in small homes 
be found by said trustees impracticable the 
court will make further orders and de- 
cree herein. 

“It is further ordered and adjudged that 
the costs in said cause be taxed by the 
clerk and paid as follows: 

“The defendants, the Atlanta Realty and 
Investment Company, and W. B. Robinson, 
to pay the costs of the separate issues rais- 
ed by them and of the trial and disposal of 
the same; all other costs to be paid out of 
the fund in question, and allt of said costs 
to be taxed by the clerk and execution is- 
sue therefor in due form of law.

Judge Van Epps: does not have very

Many of them are electioneering for fu- 
ture positions, and all are assured they 
will be retained if their services are re- 
quired. It is Judge Van Epps’s announced 
policy to keep every teacher who has given’ 
faithful service to the city in the past. 

The president of the board was present

“I have had a good deal of experience,”’ 
said he yesterday afternoon, ‘‘with debat- 
ing societies, having been an active member 
of one during my course at the university, 
but never have I seen a body of young 
men put forth such an excellent effort as 
those boys did Tuesday might.
